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SCHOOL PROJECT IS WORTHY 
The city school board was given the sanction 
and approval of the city council this week to pro­ 
ceed with their plans for remodeling the Graham 
high school building, and as far as can be learned 
the city council has spoken for the entire com­ 
munity. 
We have heard of no dissention since the plan 
was first advanced. After the proposition and 
the necessity for such an improvement had been 
placed before the people, there seemed no doubt 
in the minds of the citizens but what the pro­ 
posed improvements were badly needed. 
The present building was designed and built 
back there in 1906 to accommodate 250 pupils; 
since then the population has increased and the 
school after the mid-year promotion in Jan ­ 
uary, will house 600 
m more pupils. 
* 
With the depressed conditions of the past few 
years it was regarded as folly on the part of lo­ 
cal school officials to even think of ex pecting to 
remodel or build a new building. Now that the 
government has made it possible for the school 
board to obtain a grant of 30 per cent, outright, 
without any strings to it, by all means the people 
should concur in the action of both the city 
council and school board. 
% 
There are repairs which must be made at the 
school regardless of whether the tax payers will 
like it or not. The health and sanitation is para­ 
mount. The proposed plan of the school board 
will not add any material burden to the tax 
levy. The government will make a donation of 
the 30 per cent, and the balance of the money 
will be ex tended over a long period of time, with 
the bonds being purchased by the government 
and a rate of interest of only 4 per cent. 
This is by far the lowest rate of interest that 
could be ex pected and with improvements so 
badly needed, the people of Rushville would be 
indeed foolish to turn cfown such an opportunity. 


THE BANK DIVIDEND 
The announcement that the receiver of The 
American National Bank had been authorized to 
pay a six ty per cent dividend was most welcome 
news, not only to the deppsitors but to our citi­ 
zens generally. Many of the depositors whose 
money has been tied up for months have faced 
real problems day after day with growing anx i­ 
ety. Much credit is due them for the-philosophic 
attitude they have maintained as daily problems 
pressed for solution. 
The community and county may rejoice also, 
for the distribution of a quarter of a 'million dol­ 
lars will be a decided stimulus to business, and 
those dollars will flow into many channels of 


usefulness and blessing and will have far reach­ 
ing beneficial results. 
There are other benefits and lessons that 
should not be lost sight of. Several ugly rumors 
will be silenced. How prone many of us are to 
give ear to reports, and even to aid in circulating 
ill-founded suspicions, innuendoes, and half- 
truths that blacken character and destroy con­ 
fidence. Such practice is never helpful but al­ 
ways destructive of the best interests of everyone 
concerned. 
Furthermore, the depositors and the public in 
general should have a sense of genuine grati­ 
tude for the efforts of borrowers to pay, which 
has made the dividend possible. Borrowers have 
had no easy- task and their accomplishment is a 
tribute to their integrity and character, qualities 
that mark our citizens generally. Let us not for­ 
get that the solution of serious problems of the 
community can be and should be materially, aid­ 
ed by the helpful attitude of each citizen.
